the insensitive callous, and the quiet morose. 
If »ne child has » certain ungainly habit— con- 
sequent, perhaps, on a physical defect — as the 
peering of short sight, or the limp of lameness, 
if it is absent, or dreamy or clumsy, those who 
are given to tbe habit of leasing never let it 
alone. No callow cygnet was ever more ci uelly 
pecked at by the full fledged ducks than is the 
poor ugly duckling of the nursery ; and unless 
that cruel play is slopped by the autboiltics tho 
mischief of a life is wrought. Nothing, indi-ed, 
in a house demands more careful overlooking 
and more vigorous and judicious suppressing 
than this habit of teasing indulged in by mem- 
bers of a family one with the oilier ; for tin- 
sport of the one is here again emphatically death 
to the other; and when you have broken the 
finer nature that lies in erery soul, how will you 
mend it ?

HOT WATEiiFOltlJKUisus.—The New York 


Medical Journal reports this ,'nse : " Tho pa- 
Uent was engaged In a machine shop, and while 
Ills h*nd was upon the anvil of a trip hammer, 
the hammer—weighing seven bundled pounds 
—fell. It so happened that a fill) was ou the 
anvil, and in this way the force of the hammer 
was arrested about half an Inch before il reached 
its bed. 
When the hand was examined it 


was found that the whole palm was a mass of 
pulp. The metacaipal bones were comminuted 
extensively, and there was apparently but small 
chance of saving the hand. It was, however, 
placed in hot water, and kept there for two or 
throe weeks, and then taken out and dressed. 
In three months tlie patient was suflicicntly 
well to leave the hospital, and now—nine 
months after the accident—he is able to move 
the fingers, and has quite a useful hand." 
Bruises and injuries do much better when 
treated with hot than with cold waler. The 
lemperature should be about one hundred and 
three degrees Fahrenheit, 
Another case is re- 


ported of compound fiacture and dislocallon of 
lho ankle joiut, iu which the proximal end of 
the first melalarsal bone protruded from the 
foot. The dislocation was reduced and the foot 
placed In hot waler.

It requires a bold 
man, especially if ho have political aspirations, 
to stem the tale \\lncli 13 diifting us into Com- 
munism ; and men who dare do it aiegieally 
needed at tins tune.
